f Weekly Crop Report

riculturo, Edmonton, Sept¬ 
ember 1st, 1931 


Harvesting of Alberta’s crop 
has been pushed rapidly towards 
conclusion during the past two 
weeks under ideal weather con 
ditions which hrive prevailed ov 
er the entire province with the 
exception of a brief cool, wet 
spell on August 30 which was 
general. Cutting is lairly well 
completed in most of the cent¬ 
ral and southern districts and 
is well advanced in the northern 
sections . 

While a conclusive estimate 
of the 1934 wheat crop will not 
be possible for some time yet, 
there is sufficint information in 
the hands of the department to 
establish fairly definitely that 
the average wheat yield ovei 
the seeded area ol the province 
will be considerably be.ow 
average for the past ten years, 
namely, 17 bushels per acre. 

The estimate of the area seed 
ed to wheat in Alberta this yea*' 
is placed by the Dominion Bur 
eau of Statistics at 7,501,000 
acres, compared with 7,898,00b 
acres in 1933, and 8,201,000 ac¬ 
res in 1932. 

A pumber of factors combined 
during the season to reduce 
wha{. Rave early promise of be 
jng a large crop of wheat and 
other grains. 

In southern, south-eastern 
eastern districts drought and 
grasshoppers were strong deter¬ 
iorating factors. In the southern 
distrets, however, on the whole, 
a fairly large volume of wheat 
has been produced. The best 
cropsl are being found in the a * 
eas along the international Ixir- 
der, from Cardston to Lethbrid¬ 
ge £fnd through Medicine Hat, 
south of the C.P.K. Crow line. 
Some surrisingly heavy individ 
ual yields are being reported 
from this territory. Along the 
western side of the province 
portly to Calgary there are also 
some Ivery go:d crops. The tot¬ 
al volume of wheat on the Leth¬ 
bridge division of the C.P.li. 
whieh extends from Dunmore 
on the east to Crow’s Nest on 
the west and north to Okotoks, 
will be fairly substantial and of 
generally high quality. 

In the south eastern dist ict, 
east of Drumheiler, north of the 
South Saskatchewan liver /and 
south from Stettler and Coronat 
ion crops generally have again 
been largely a failure and the 
total yield of all grains will be 
very low . 

In the central area of the* pro 
vince, from Ponoka south to 
Olds and from the mountains 
east to the Saskatchewan bound 
ry, an unusually dry season has 
been experienced. Crops ol all 
kinds have failed to fill to the 
extent first anticipated and the 
total yield of wheat and other 
grains will be below normal in 
this territory, which is usuallv 
productive of good crops. There 
is also a shortage of feed in 
many localities in this are n ,

which centeis upon Edmonton 
ip which heavy yields ot aM 


the extent 5 o( one to two grades. 

South an south-east of Edmon 
ton, a good deal of the wheat 
was either cut or fully ripe, but 
individual fields undoubtedly suf 
fered some damage. In the dist¬ 
ricts just west and north-west 
of Edmonton, and to the north, 
north-east and east, as far a* 
the border, the damage appears 
to have been somewhat greater. 

Much of the grain in these disl 
ricts wa R still uncut, and some 
of the wheat crops were rather 
badly frozen, while oats and 
barley crps have apparently suf 
fered heavily. In addition, pot 
ato fields and garden stuff were 
considerably damaged. 

Peace River districts have es¬ 
caped frost thus far and harvest 
ing is being rushed to conc’us 
ion with every prospect that the 
crop wjll be one of the best eve) 
taken off in that country. 

With respect to coa se grain 
while the area seeded in the Pro 
vince this year was larger than 
that of last year, the t tal yield 
is likely to 1>* somewhat less 
due to drougth conditions in 
the south and the frost in the 
?entral areas Oats for reed will 
l)e a short crop 

FEED SITUATION 

Taking the province m a 
whole, it is estimated by the 
Deprutment that there are suf 
ficint supplies of feed in the prr 
vince to meet requiremnts. Ir 
the south-western district there 
is a c nsiderable production ol 
long feed this season, thr 
Pincher Creek area having pro( 
uced a large supply, including a 
considerable amount of excel enl 
timothy. Good crops of alfalfa 
hay are being harvested fron 
the irrigated districts Through 
out the so»th-eastern, eastern 
and some of the central dist 
,.icts. there will be a shortage of 
feed In the north-central and 
northern districts an abundant 
suply of feed of all kinds is an 
ticipated. One effect (f the rec¬ 
ent frost undoubted!v has beer 
to reduca some grain crops to 
the status of feed. 

FREE FREIGHT POLICY 

The department is now proc 
eeding to organize the work ot 
rlief f r drought areas under 
the free freight policy unde) 
which the prclvince, dominion 
and railways will again shaie the 
'ost for the movement ’of sett¬ 
lers to other locations, and ar 
rangeipents are being made to 
meet the situation created by 
the shortage of feed in certain 
are?s.

14 teachers have this nu¬ 
mber, and Principial J. O. Hick 
en states they will be just as 
crowded this year with the n:w 
room, as they wer e last year 
without it.

CAESAR'S WAY DIES HARD 
(By E. W. McDUimid)

IT WAS, ‘EITHER OH’. TO THE 
ANCIENT, HUT TIIE, TWENT¬ 
IETH CENTURY SLOWLY IS 
LEARNING THE BETTER 

WAY TO GET AHEAD IS 
‘TO LIVE AND TO 

LET LIVE.’

The World War. was a culmin 
ation of a way of thinking which 
we may call the “either or" 
school. It flourished in those 
days when, as Carlyle has said, 
the main question was “Canst 
thovA kill* me, or, can? 1 kill thee?’ 
Rome and Carthage could not 
both survive, according to stern 
Cato. Carthago delendaset, he 
cried. Carthage must be destroy 
ed. 

This old philosohy dies hard. 
It survives in milder form in in¬ 
ter-city rivalry—Minneapolis or 
St. Paul, Dallas or Fort Worth. 
A Fort Worth loyal son tells 
with great gust n the old story 
of the Dallas man who dream 
ed that he died anc« had gone to 
heaven. To his first remark, 
which was to the effect that he 
had not known that heaven was 
so much like Dallas, lie received 
the laconic rejoinder, “This is 
not heaven!” This invariably 
brings from Dallas some such 
statement as this: “The difteran 
ce between us of Dallas and you 
of Forth Worth is that we know 
that you are what you think we 
are.’ 

Much of thu sort of thing is 
good-natured raillery, but it i ■* 
reminiscent of a most pernici¬ 
ous attitude which sorely needs 
to be discarded. It is superficial 
to think that one cify can pi 03 
per only at the expense of a n 
eighboring city, and especially 
to fail to see that the prosper¬ 
ity of that neighboring city in¬ 
volves its rival in good fortune 
also. Relationships between cit¬ 
ies, as between individuals, are 
so involved that damage to one 
means damage to the other. Ii 
one prospers, the other is boun 
to share in that prosperity. 

“Both and” i s better than 
“either or” as a working prin¬ 
ciple in human relationship. Tr»o 
latter means strife and war; the 
former fellowship and peace. 

‘‘Both and” works well in re 
lationship between indii/idals. 
Why should Croesus in hi s pal¬ 
ace bother about the pauper in 
the sums? Only that, as Dicksns 
puts it, “there is not an at3m 
of that beggar’s slime, not a 
cubic inch of any pestilential 
gas in which he lives, not one 
obscenity or degradation but 
shall work its retribution.” It 
is not either Croesus or the 
beggar but both together for 
weal or woe. 

In science, one must be a 
good internationalist. It will not 
do to be ignorant of or obliv¬ 
ious to the contributions to know¬ 
ledge from other lands. Every 


good psyychologist knows what 
other lands have contributed to 
his science, and is grateful ac 
cordingly. Why should it be ot¬ 
herwise among nations? Espcc 
ially does genuine patriotism 
require understanding d and 
appreciation for the contribut¬ 
ions to civilization from lands 
other than one’s own. 

How the other half lives is 
of tremendous importance to 
the half that lives in comf. rt 
and ease. The problem of the 
nomads, young and old, who 
have practically taken possess 
ion of freight trains in their 
journeyings from pillar to post, 
is one that concerns every indiv 
idual who dwells in safety undei 
his own vine and fig tree. The 
“both and” philosophy is the 
only one that will work success 
fully here. 

“Alan,” said Kant, “cannot 
gvt along with his fellows, and 
he cannot get along wit-.out 
them.’’ To get along with one’s 
neighbors is dilficult enough, os 
pecially if one neighbor is inter 
ested in a vegetable garden and 
the other raises chickens.

At dinner tables in many 
lands, men of different religions 
and of n 0 particular leligion, 
of varying creeds, and of pol¬ 
itical views th;4 are quite incorn 
palible, arc meeting in a fellow 
ship of which Caesar did not 
dream and v. hich v/cidd l ave * 
interested Attila the Hun not 
at all. 

Our devices for classifying 
humanity have been mischmv 
ous. The Greeks called all oth¬ 
ers barbarians. Christian nat¬ 
ions call other nations pagan. 
Mountaineers refer to outsiders 
as foreigners. Aliens, outsiders, 
pagans, foreigners are unlovely 
terms Substitute the terms fri¬ 
ends, comrades, brothers, and 
you speak the language of Rot¬ 
ary.—The Rotarian.

It is very hard to give any kind of 
cony>rehenai\e answer to so largo a 
question in a s.hv,rl ailicle. Tlie best 
answer of all is, "Try if for joursclf, 
and then you will tec.”

FT has been told how the color and 
*lustrc of your automobile can be 
restored by the use of a properly 
formulated polish. There are two 
accepte 1 methods of polishing, the 
one by using a combination cleaner 
and polish of the liquid type, und 
the other by using a cleaner and 
wax. 

While the use of the liquid polish 
is less work, and will restore the 
lustre to your car in one opera¬ 
tion, it doesn’t last long and won’t 
prevent further weathering. 

The second method involves two 
operations, and while harder work, 
will preserve the finish for months. 
The traffic film must first be clean¬ 
ed off with a mild abrasive polish 
or cleaner. When the finish is 
thoroughly dry and clean, the 


cned and wrung “dry.” The wax 
should be put on sparingly, rub¬ 
bing it into small sections (not 
more than two or three square 
feet) at a time. Then the wax is 
rubbed un to a bright lustre with 
a clean dry cloth. 

Wax, like window glass, has the 
ability to filter out the ultra-violet 
rays of the sun. When you wax 
your car. you apply a thin trans¬ 
parent film over the entire surface 
which, in addition to improving Us 
appearance, protect* the f|»is)> 
from weuthering. It is easier, qfso, 
to keep the waxed surface clean, 
as dust and dirt cap be wiped off 
much easier, 

If given this attention a car will 
retain its good looks for years, arwj 
its finish will last a remarkably 
long time.
